It is not expected that 
their places will be filled. The rail- 
road expects to be taxed to the limit 
during the month of April. M. De 
.Giers, the Russian minister, has ex- 
pressed surprise at the warm thanks 
extended by General Chaffee and Mr. 
Squires tor the courtesies of the Rus- 
sians on the occasion of the removal 
of the bodies of the American ma- 
rines. Ho said it was not on account 
of any particular nationality.

RuMla and China. 


St. Petersburg, April 2.—The Rus- 


sian government publicists do not 
cease to emphasize the radical differ- 
ence between the Russian position to- 
ward China and that of the other pow- 
ers.

ly a market, which they can leave to 
seek a better one if it become unprof 
itable.
